of San Bernardino. 


Mr. Beattie tflld of the father of 


Anza, Juan Bautiste de' Anza,' an 
officer in the frontier service of New 
Spain, who as early as 1737 impor- 
tuned the government for an expe- 
dition- to seek an inland route. It 
was not, however, until the Spanish. 


..government saw the necessity of 


frontier defense that it consented to 
give the son, who had cherished the 
dream of his father, authority to ex- 
plore, granting a detachment of sol- 
diers to accompany Mm. 


So, in 1769, tho expedition, financ- 


ed by Anza, was guided by an In- 
dian, Sebastian Tarabal, left Sonora, 
Mexico, about 60 miles south Of the 
present site of Tucson. Tarabal, a 
neophyte at the San Gabriel mission, 
had run away, together with his wife 
and one male companion, both of 
whom had perished on the desert. 
With the aid of other Indians living 
near the desert, Tarabal finally suc- 
ceeded in reaching his destination. 


Anza had in his party 34 men. 


They attempted to cross tl\6 Colo- 
rado desert, a distance of 90 miles,

Beed at a trial on Tuesday:

'Paving the "way for a survey of 


the San Gabriel canyon to determine 
if one or more low dams can bo built 
to take the place of the recently 
abandoned proposed high dam, the 
board of supervisors Monday voted 
$10,000 to cover initial expenses of 
the survey work. 


In' voting .this sum, however, it 


was. indicated there will be no 'more 
work of any character at the high 
dam site. Supervisors Graves and 
Shaw said they will not '' vote an- 
other nickel" for the new survey 
work at the old dam site, and gave 
their consent to the appropriation 
of the $10,000 only with the under- 
standing that it is to be used in an 
effort to locate new possible dam 
sites in the east and west forks of 
the San Gabriel. 


DOUBT EXPRESSED 


The board's action resulted from 


the request of Flood Control En- 
gineer Eaton for $25,000 to make 
the survey and to complete an ex 
ploratory tunnel under the aban 
doned darn site. 


Eaton had asked that the money 


be appropriated, if possible, from 
the $21,000,000 bond surplus remain 
ing in the county coffers as a resul 
of abandoning the high dam plans 
He said $10,000 would be needed fo 
an aerial and topographical survej 
of the upper stretches of the canyon 
while $15,000 was desired to com 
plete the exploratory tunnel. 


County Counsel Mattoon, who wa 
resent at the hearing-expressed th 
cgal opinion that it is doubtful i 
ny of the bond money can be use 
or Eaton's request.

Geological Surrey Records Reveal Startling Loss

million barrels—Secretary

. lotion to naval oil reserves, par- 
ticularly reserves No, 1 and No. 2, 
in California, to a»t forth In the 
annual report of Secretary Adama 
Of tlie Nexvy Department. 
Referring to Reserve No. 3 
(Teapot Dome) the Secretary says: 
"From present indications 
there appears to be practically 
no lorn of oil or gaa to operat- 
ing wells outside of the re- 
serve. There are 9,321 acres 
In this reserve. 
Total past 
production. 3,649,228 barrels; 
estimate of total recoverable 
oil, including past production, 
20,000,000 barrels." 
This is the famous reserve in 


Wyoming1 that the Geological Sur- 
vey estimated to contain 135,000,- 
000 barrels of oil at the time it 
was leased to the Mammoth Oil 
Company. 
v 


No lees startling than the drop 


Of 118,500.000 barrels in the esti- 
mate of the recoverable^oil under 
Teapot Dome is the statement that 
there appears to be practically no 
loss of oil to wells outside of the 
reserve. 


In contradiction of this view is 


the renewed request of the Secret- 
ary for power "to contract with 
owners of lands within or adjoin- 
ing such reserves for compensatory 
royalty (for the oil being drained 
by private operators from naval re- 
serves) in lieu of drilling offset 
wells." 


That there was and would be 
drainage from Reserve No. 3 was 
clearly foremost in a letter from 
the Inspector of Naval Petroleum 
Reserves dated within seventy two 
hours after the Supreme Court had 
said that drainage was a mere pre- 
text for the making of the Teapot 
Dome lease. 
In the inspector's 


letter he asked owners of adjoin- 
ing wells what they "would be will- 
ing to pay for the increased pro- 
duction" resulting from drainage 
"from within the naval reserves." 


Furthermore, the U. S. Geolog- 


ical Survey office records at Cas- 
per, Wyoming, do not support the 


conclusion of Secretary Adams that 
there is no drainage to adjacent 
Salt Creek wells. 
Its records of 


seven outside wells along the edge 
of the reserve make the following 
showing of increased production 
since the wells in the reserve have 
been closed down.

American Legion members, everywhere, are intensely in- 


terested in the promotion of aviation, and at the same time 
intensively working to bring about better facilities with which 
to promote that new industry of the skies.

ORAHGE PRUNING METHODS 


EXPERIENCE BIG CHANGE 


Methods of pruning orange trees 


seem to be exactly the opposite of 
what they were 12 and 15 years ago, 
judged by pruning demonstrations 
given recently by Assistant Farm 
Adviser J. 0. Johnston bf Tulare 
county, as compared with demonstra- 
tions 'given by experts in earlier 
years,and it can be said that the 
change is all to the good. 


One of the fundamental principles 


of old-time citrus pruning was to 
pull off the soft, vigorous shoots 
known as sucker growth, because it 
was thot that they did not provide 
true fruit wood.

Sunday for Rest— 


It was not long ago that a minister in Detroit stated be- 


fore the Detroit .Council of Churches that a man who rests 
one day in seven adds seven years to each fifty years of his 
life. This day of rest, he explained later, did not mean only a 
day away from office and business, but a day of actual mental 
and physical rest. Those who use Sunday for nerve-trying 
drives in heavy traffic, or hikes which tire the muscles and 
leave the body sore and bruised, are not even resting,. but 
instead they are trying to amuse jthemselves at the expense 
of mental poise and physical strength. The Detroit speaker 
referred to actual rest in which the worn tissues and tired 
body could relax and be renewed thru processes of nature 
which permit us sometimes to use up our reserve strength 
without any harmful effects. 


to me not to prune at all, practically 
speaking, but to welcome these vig- 
orous growths, as they tend to in- 
crease the size of the tree and help 
to manufacture plant food. 


All the pruning that is done now 


is to remove such occasional shoots 
o fthis kind as are in bad position, 
and to bend the others over toward 
the light, if they need bending, in 
an 
effort 
to encourage theb to 


start fruiting quickly. Some dead 
wood may also be removed. 


There used to be a superstition 


that angular shoots, that is, coarse, 
three-cornered shoots, were "wild 
wood," whije round shoots were 
fruiting wood, but Johnston points 
out the obvious fact that all new 
growth, no matter how small, is an- 
gular and that it rounds out as it 
grows. 


The pruning of a young orange 


tree, he holds, must be no pruning at 
all, except that in rare cases when 
one shoot bids fair to run away with 
the growth, it might be bent over 


some so as to give other shoots a 
chance. 


Never mind the framework of the 


young tree. This might be important 
in an apple, or peach, or other decid- 
uous tree, because the branches that 
start are permanent branches unless 
removed. In orange trees, however, 
growth comes by new, vigorous mis- 
called "suckers" starting on older 
wood and from these in turn as they 
grow older other shoots start. Never 
mind how tangled and mis-shapen 
the 'framework of a young tree ap- 
pears, let it alone. New and vigorous 
shoots coming from it will ultimately 
make the tree and shape it up the 
way it ought to be. Any cutting on 
a citrus tree weakens it just that 
much. Young trees particularly are 
injured by 'cutting. L'et them alone. 
See that the irrigation and soil care 
is right and the tops will take care 
of themselves. That is the" essential 
principle of citrus pruning. 


Johnston says that even tho this 


fact should be«well understood, many 
groves in the county have had five 
years' profits cut out of them this 
season by improper pruning, and cen- 
tral California is not alone in such 
experience. 


The Small, smooth, round citrus 


tree that was once held to be the 
ideal is a thing of the past if the 
owner wants to make his . orchard 
pay. The grove that pro'duces profits 
is the one where vigorous new shoots 
are coming out here and there, mak- 
ing a tree perhaps irregular in out- 
line but one which quickly provides 
a large bearing surface.—D. J. W. in 
California Cultivator.

Pacific Electric 


Bill for Power 


in Ninth Place 


The ninth largest consumer of elec- 


trical energy among railroads of the 
United States, the monthly cost of 
motive power used by the Pacific 
Electric railway is almost one-quar- 
ter million dollars. This statement 
•was made by Julian Adams, assistant 
superintendtnt of power for the rail- 
way, in a report just compiled. 


The costvof electrical energy each 


month, to the railway, the report 
shows, is about $120,000, which to- 
gether with, interest "and depreciation 
on its $8)000,000 investment in 
transmission lines, substations and 
distribution facilities, brings the to- 
tal cost of power used by the Pacific 
Electric to approximately $247,000 
pe rmonth. 


About 95 per cent of the total con- 


sumed energy is used in the operation 
of trains and the remainder for 
lights, power in shops, terminals and 
waiting stations. 


One of the interesting highlights 


of Mr. Adams' report is the cost of 
stopping a three-car train. 
When 


such a unit of large cars is brot to 
a complete stop and accelerated 
again to full speed the excess elec- 
trical 
energy 
above the 
normal 


amount necessary to propel train at 
uniform speed, the same distance is 
about 8.4 kilowatt hours. The out-of- 
pocket cash of this amount of elec- 
trical energy is 11 cents, 


The Pacific Electric has for a num- 


ber of years been giving intensive 
study to the economical use of elec- 
trical power in the operation of its 
trains.

Warns Against 
Trichinosis 


A warning against the eating of 


undercooked pork or pork sausages 
has been issued by Dr. J.' L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer. His action was 
taken as,A precautionary measure to 
guard against infection of the para- 
sitia disease known as trichinosis, 
which has engaged the attention of 
publia health officials for the last few 
weeks. 


More than seventy-five eases of 


trichinosis were reported in various 
sections of the state during the last 
month, but Dr. Pomeroy stated that 
no cases have occurred in Los An- 
geles county to date. 


It is imperative to mage certain 


that all pork products are thoroughly 
cooked before they are eaten, the 
health official said. Cooking kills the 
parasite and makes it harmless. 


Detection of infected meat is dif- 


ficult. Consumption of it results in 
a painful human ailment with inflam- 
mation, fever and run-down condi- 
tion of the nervous system, Dr. Pom- 
eroy said.

Varying Trade-Mark Law* 


In discussing the principle's of 


trade-mark laws existing in the 
world two separate systems of law 
have to be considered, one system 
being that in force in the United 
States, Great Britain, France and 
a few other countries where the 
first user of'a trade-mark Is pro- 
tected, and the other system, where 
ownership Is, based on registration 
of the mark, 
This latter system 


Is used more, generally throughout 
the, Latin cjymtries of the world. 
The law 'of;,the United States Is 
practically! tihlqflft In one respect, 
In that it requires as a basis of the 
right to register that the mark shall 
have been applied to goods sold in 
interstate or for«lgn commerce, this 
requirement following the clause of 
the Constitution in which trade- 
mark rights are recognized.

A.eusa Herald: The value of the 


airplane as a means of quick trans-

for transportation from there to Az- 
usa by automobile, the physician ap 
proving the airpline trip but not the 
usual boat and train ride. 


The Western Air Express represen- 


tative stated that the amphibian 
plane was out just then but he would 
call back at 1:30, which he did right 
to the dot, announcing that the 
plane had been located and would be 
at Catalina promptly at 4 o'clock, 
just 30 minutes in advance of its 
regularly scheduled departing time 
from the island, and would leave im- 
mediately for Alhnmbra with the 
young patient and his mother, who 
was with him. 


The aerial transportation of the 


youngster was accomplished quickly 
to the W. A. E. landing field on the 
Valley boulevard, Alhambra, and just 
50 minutes from the time the am- 
phibian took off at Catalina island, 
young Vosburg was at his home.

Kocont discovery of cypress bark 


scale, which has severely damaged a 
cypress hedge in Covina, by Deputy 
Agricultural 
Commissioner K. L. 


Wolff, brings to light a pest of this 
ornamental which has not heretofore 
received much attention in the south- 
ern part of the state. 


In northern California, and parti- 


cularly around the San Francisco bay 
district, this pest has been known 
to occur for many years, and in 
that time has killed many trees in 
hedges and wind-break rows. 


Its native host is probably the in- 


cense cedar, found in the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains. It is known to at- 
tack Monterey, GJuadalupe and Ari- 
zona cypress. 


Infestation is made apparent by 


the appearance on the twigs of a 
white, cottony material, in which at 
:his time of the year the females 
ivill be found. 


From the damaged condition of the 


icilge near Covina, this pest is capa- 
ile of destroying cypress trees very 
•apidly.

BEAUTIFUL SCENE 


Built almost in the stream-bed" of 


the brawling Mill Creek waters, the 
Badlands club operates under clumps 
of tho water-loving alder •trees,"'with 
a big rustic pavilion and diningroom 
centered among dozens of ' little 
cabins, fitted with fish grills.

•illy calls for the hardihood and the 
skill of the trained fisherman. 


At the same time it is an interest- 


ing picture to watch the skilled fish- 
erman, standing back from the pools 
and casting deftly in the mast ap- 
proved stylo of the trained enthus- 
iast. And there are always plenty 
of trout for everyone—that's the 
principal secret of success in', this 
novel business. 


PLENTY OF FISH 


The old fisherman's wheeze about 


returning with "wet feet and hun- 
gry belly" as the result of a day's 
fishing does not in any way apply 
at the angling club. Plenty of fish 
are guaranteed. And as fast as the 
fish are pulled from the stream they 
are taken by the employees to the 
•cleaning plant, all numbered to cor- 
respond to the number given each 
fisherman, and when the party is 
ready foi- the feast, tho fish are re- 
turned to them, all nicely cleaned 
;md ready for the grill, or packed 
in oil papers for them to take home 
for their own dinner parties. 


The new plant at Azusa is just 


within the Azusa city limits,- on 
Tenth street, and enters the rough 
and picturesque canyon that runs 
laterally across the upper part of 
the Foothill ranch. Icehouse canyon, 
the locality is called, owing to the 
fact that tho big Azusa icehouse 
stood there for many years. As a 
matter of fact, the big pavilion is 
to be built on the site of the old 
icehouse, with the pools constructed 
up this winding canyon, among the 
sycamore and eucalyptus trees. Work 
is now well along on the construc- 
tion of the small lakes, one of them 
to be more than 400 feet long and 
about 160 feet wide. Tho clubhouse 
will be two stories in height, built 
on tho edge of one of the concrete 
dams, and overlooking the San Gab- 
riel valley on the south. 


EGGS FROM IDAHO 


With the receipt of a large ship 


ment of loch leven and eastern brook 
trout in the egg from Idaho this 
week, the year's supply of 2,500,000 
trout is in hand, Mr. Isaac said this 
week. From the egg to a length of 
eight inches and more? is tho expert 
work that is carried on at the hatch- 
ery at the Redlands plant, where the 
trout from babyhood to maturity 
are fed in the big pools. Buttermilk 
is one of the principal ingredients 
upon which trout fire fed, he said. 
These growing pools are kept in con- 
stant agitation by compressed air 
machines and by intakes of fresh 
water, in order to give the trout 
)li?nty of oxygen. It is oxygen in 
he water that keeps trout healthy 
and hastens their growth, the fish 
ulturist said.

By the latter part of May it is 
xpected that the Azusa trout club 
will be ready to function. The man- 
igemcnt is receiving every coopera- 
:ion from the citizens -of Azusa. 
Memberships in the organization will 
nc'ludo the use of both clubs, it was 
aointed out by Mr. Isaac. Many 
who do not wish to make the longer 
Irive to Redlands will find the Azusa 
dub more to their advantage, espec- 
ially the sportsmen of Los Angeles 
ind Pasadena.

:ish and game commissioner of Idaho. 
The plant at Azusa will be conducted 
by John Musser, it was announced.

Abraham Lincoln, Humorist 


By Francis Lee Albert 


Every century produces great and 


good men whose lives continue to 
bring messages of hope and help. 


February is the month of birth- 


days. One hundred and twenty-one' 
years ago on the 12th of this month 
one 'of the world's greatest meu was 
born in a one-room log cabin, with 
one door and one window, in Hardin 
county, near Hodgenville, in old Ken- 
tucky. As Abraham Lincoln said 
years afterward, '' Those were pretty 
jnnching times." He was born with 
more handicaps and raised amid more 
hardships, perhaps, than any other 
man who has attained greatness in 
the history of our country. There is 
much in his life to command the ad- 
miration of every true American. 


Altho known as a melancholy man, 


Lincoln was human enough to be 
humorous. He said of himself, how- 
ever, "I am not a story-teller. I 
sometimes tell a story to illustrate a 
point or to take the sting out of a 
refusal, or because telling or listen- 
ing to a story lightens the load of 
sorrow and suffering which we all 
must bear. It is a mistake to think 
that I am a humorist or tell a story 
merely for the laugh there is in it." 


The following stories are typical 


of the pithiness and pertinence of 
Lincoln's humor: 


On the way to circuit court, walk- 


ing because he was too poor to af- 
ford a horse, he was overtaken .by a 
fanner to whom he said: "Would 
you mind carrying my overcoat into 
town 1" " Certainly not,'' the farm- 
er replied, "but how will you get 
there!" "Easy enough," Lincoln 
answered, "I'll stay inside of it." 


A Virginia farmer, from whom the 


Union soldiers had stolen hay, went 
to a White. House reception and de- 
manded of the president that the hay 
be returned or paid for. Lincoln did 
not reply directly but told him'the 
story of the river captain who was 
piloting his steamer down dangerous 
rapids and the small boy who drop- 
ped his apple overboard and yelled 
to the captain, "Stop! stop!" The 
^Virginia farmer easily understood 
the application of that illustration. 


One day Charles Sumner came up- 


on Lincoln ns he" was shining his 
shoes 
and 
exclaimed, 
horrified, 
'' Why. Mr. President, do you black 
your own boots?" "Certainly," 
Lincoln responded, with a twinkle in 
his eye, "whose boots did you think 
I blacked?" 


When, as commander-in-chief of 


the Union forces, he was asked by 
one who wished to claim exemption 
from service, "How tall should a 
soldier be?" the president's clever 
reply was, "Tall enough so his feet 
will touch the ground."
